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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1967. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  During  the  year  600  persons  were  added  to  the  estimated 
mid-year  population  bringing  the  total  to  9,100.  The  parishes  contributing 
most  significantly  to  this  increase  are  Buckden,  Little  Paxton  and  Offord. 
where  private  development  has  been  forging  ahead. 

Births.  A  fractional  fall  in  both  the  crude  and  corrected  birth  rates 
occurred  this  year  as  compared  with  1966  but  the  figure  still  stands  well  in 
advance  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

A  pleasing  feature  to  note  this  year  is  the  complete  absence  of  still¬ 
births  reflecting  very  favourably  on  the  high  standard  of  antenatal  care 
within  the  district. 

Deaths.  Despite  the  increase  in  population  of  600  persons  there  were 
fewer  deaths  this  year  than  last.  Both  the  crude  and  corrected  death 
rates  therefore  show  a  downward  trend  and  the  rate  now  stands  well 
below  the  national  average. 

Infant  Mortality.  As  occurred  in  1966  only  1  child  died  during  the 
year  before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  5.9  —  an  extremely  low  figure  when  compared  with  the  national 
average  of  18.3  per  1,000  live  births. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  outbreak  of  measles  which  began  in  the  third 
auarter  of  last  year  continued  unabated  until  May  1967.  Approximately 
350  children  aged  1-10  years  were  affected,  70  of  them  in  1966  and  the 
remainder  this  year. 

With  the  proposed  introduction  of  measles  vaccination  it  will  be  interest¬ 
ing  to  observe  the  effect  of  this  measure  on  the  future  incidence  of  the 
condition. 

The  remaining  infections  which  occurred  during  the  year  followed  the 
usual  pattern  of  notifiable  illness  and  after  investigation  did  not  give 
any  cause  for  concern. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Housing.  The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  as  in  previous  years 
of  building  bungalows  and  flats  to  release  larger  dwellings  which  are 
under-occupied.  22  condemned  houses  were  demolished. 

Private  dwellings  continued  at  more  or  less  the  same  acceleration  rate 
during  the  year  when  over  200  dwellings  were  completed. 
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Water  Supply.  Generally  speaking  the  supply  continues  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  but  the  demand  has  risen  by  approximately  3  gallons  per  head 
per  day.  This  has  to  some  extent  led  to  the  Council’s  policy  of  providing 
main  drainage  throughout  the  district. 

Main  Drainage.  10  parishes  out  of  23  are  now  provided  with  main 
drainage  and  a  further  parish  is  partially  provided  with  this  service. 

Tenders  were  received  for  a  scheme  covering  the  parishes  of  Toseland, 
Yelling  and  Great  Paxton  and  work  was  due  to  commence  early  in  1968. 

Refuse  Collection.  A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  in¬ 
augurated  in  March  1967  and  this  scheme  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
rate-payers. 

Nuisances.  Factory  farming  methods  are  causing  some  concern  to  both 
the  Council  and  the  parishioners  and  I  agree  with  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  that  the  existing  law  needs  strengthening  to  prevent  nuisances 
arising  before  work  has  commenced  on  the  establishment  of  such  businesses. 

As  this  is  the  last  full  year  of  office  of  Mr.  D.  J.  Dear  as  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  1  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  all  the  help  and 
guidance  I  have  received  from  him  during  the  past  fourteen  years. 

At  all  times  I  have  found  him  to  be  a  most  helpful  and  courteous 
colleague  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  wishing  him  a  long 
and  happy  retirement. 

In  conclusion  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Fawcett 
and  all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  Staff  for  the  assistance  they 
have  given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
—  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1967 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  to  the 
Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board.  The  quality  of  water  supplied  has  been 
excellent  and  the  quantity  good. 

All  water  consumed  in  the  Area,  apart  from  the  Kimbolton  District, 
is  now  derived  from  Brampton  source.  This  consists  of  a  mixed  gravel 
and  river  water,  coagulated,  filtered,  softened  and  chlorinated. 

With  regards  to  the  quality  of  water  the  quality  of  river  water  and 
hence  the  quality  of  the  final  water  does  sometimes  vary,  but  the  final 
water  is  always  of  required  drinking  water  standards.  The  Water  Board 
make  their  own  arrangements  for  regular  sampling  of  water  from  Brampton 
and  elsewhere.  No  further  tests  for  fluoride  content  have  been  made,  but 
it  is  unlikely  to  have  changed.  With  the  relatively  high  pH  value  it  is 
thought  that  pi  umbo-solvency  is  highly  unlikely,  but  steps  are  being  taken 
early  in  1968  to  check  this. 

The  boom  across  the  channel  to  the  Brampton  Mill  has  now  been  erected 
and  this  will  help  to  keep  the  Intake  free  of  possible  contamination. 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  the  area  was  45.9  g.p.h.  and  it  is 
made  up  of  34.5  domestic  and  11.4  metered  supplies. 

There  have  been  no  engineering  improvements  with  regard  to  water 
supply  in  the  St.  Neots  Rural  Area  and  the  construction  of  the  Toseland 
reservoir  has  been  deferred  due  to  the  Government's  financial  restrictions. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  TREATED  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Officers  obtained  bacteriological  water  samples  as  follows, 
30  satisfactory  samples,  6  unsatisfactory  samples.  All  unsatisfactory 
samples  wwere  notified  to  the  Water  Board  for  their  immediiate  attention. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

1  sample  was  taken  during  the  year  and  reported  as  satisfactory  but  of 
poor  quality.  In  my  opinion  this  is  only  to  be  expected  from  treated  river 
water  which  does  not  receive  adequate  storage  before  treatment  and  I 
shall  welcome  the  day  when  water  is  supplied  to  the  Brampton  Intake 
Works  direct  by  pipe  line  from  Grafham  Water. 

ANNUAL  RAINFALL  —  at  Great  Gransden  Hall,  21.37  inches.  Rain 
fell  on  158  days.  The  total  rainfall  is  average.  I  wish  to  thank  E.  W. 
R.  Bolden,  Esq.,  for  this  information. 

PRIVATE  WELLS. 

Wells  cleansed  and  repaired  nil.  Wells  closed  as  polluted  nil.  Private 
bacteriological  samples  taken  —  3  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  five  private  permanent  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  it 
appears  that  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  swimmng  season  two  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  samples  were  taken. 

It  was  decided  not  to  take  any  further  bacteriological  samples  of  water 
from  swimming  pools  which  do  not  receive  treatment  by  means  of  auto¬ 
matic  plant  and  to  concentrate  on  checking  the  records  and  free  chlorine 
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tests  made  by  those  responsible  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  swimming 
pools.  This  was  decided  after  consultation  with  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  as  in  their  opinion  there  was  little  value  in  taking  samples 
from  swimming  pools  relying  on  manual  operation. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Parishes  having  foul  sewers  now  being  Kimbolton,  Great  Staughton, 
Buckden,  Little  Paxton,  Southoe,  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny,  Perry,  the 
Model  Farm  area  of  Grafham,  Hail  Weston  and  Diddington. 

During  the  year  Hail  Weston  Sewage  Works  was  brought  into  operation 
and  sewerage  from  Diddington  was  pumped  to  the  Buckden  Disposal 
Works.  All  existing  (properties  in  Hail  Weston  were  connected  to  the 
new  sewers  and  at  the  end  of  1967  there  were  only  about  six  cases  out¬ 
standing  requiring  w.c.  conversions,  bearing  this  in  mind  the  Council  set 
a  target  date  for  all  conversions  as  the  31st  March,  1968,  this  is  very 
satisfactory. 

As  far  as  Diddington  is  concerned  this  was  sewered  earlier  in  the  Five 
Year  Programme  than  was  anticipated  at  the  request  of  the  Estate  which 
owns  all  the  property  in  this  Parish  and  they  have  now  commenced  on  a 
phased  programme  of  modernising  properties  which  will  take  a  period  of 
three  to  five  years  to  complete. 

During  1967  tenders  were  obtained  for  the  sewering  of  Yelling,  Toseland 
and  Great  Paxton,  but  following  difficulties  with  the  Firm  submitting  the 
lowest  tender,  it  was  necessary  to  re-advertise  the  (Contract  and  at  the  end 
of  1967  the  lowest  tender  received  was  awaiting  Ministry  Approval. 

Some  preparatory  work  in  connection  with  the  Abbotsley,  Great  Grans- 
den  and  Waresley  joint  scheme  and  the  Grafham  scheme  proceeded  during 
the  year. 

The  trade  effluent  which  consisted  largely  of  blood  from  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  at  Kimbolton  was  disconnected  from  discharging  into  the  public 
sewer  during  1967  and  the  Slaughterhouse  occupiers  who  are  also  farmers 
made  their  own  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  all  waste  products  from 
the  slaughterhouse.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  throughput  at  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  has  gone  up  considerably  during  the  year  and  continues  to  increase 
this  system  has  been  the  means  whereby  the  sewage  works  ceased  to  become 
overloaded.  The  two  unsatisfactory  effluent  samples  referred  to  below 
were  in  my  opinion  due  to  the  slaughterhouse  effluents.  At  the  end  of 
1967  negotiations  were  in  hand  with  a  farmer  and  a  Potato  Washing  Firm 
regarding  the  acceptance  of  trade  effluents  from  these  two  premises  into 
the  Buckden  Sewage  Works. 

Good  relations  are  still  maintained  with  the  Polllution  Officer  of  the 
Great  Ouse  River  Authority  and  samples  taken  by  the  Officers  of  the 
River  Authority  resulted  as  follows  : —  Kimbolton  2  satisfactory  samples 
and  2  unsatisfactory  samples,  Buckden  2  satisfactory  samples  and  1  un¬ 
satisfactory  sample  (recirculation  is  in  operation  at  these  Works  pending 
a  further  extension  when  Grafham  is  sewered),  Great  Paxton  1  unsatis¬ 
factory  sample  / this  small  housing  site  works  is  due  for  replacement). 
Hail  Weston  1  unsatisfactory  sample  and  2  satisfactory  samples. 

When  the  Parishes  mentioned  above  have  been  sewered  the  Parishes 
still  in  urgent  need  of  these  services  will  be  Catworth,  Covington,  Tilbrook 
and  Stow  Longa. 

Most  of  the  sludge  from  Sewage  Works  is  now  disposed  of  at  Buckden 
Refuse  Tip  by  means  of  burial  and  only  a  small  amount  is  disposed  of 
to  a  local  farmer. 

Two  piped  sewers  received  attention  during  the  year  and  eight  minor 
repairs  were  carried  out  to  sewage  works.  60  private  cesspools,  563  Council 
cesspools  or  sewage  tanks  were  cleansed  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  —  NUISANCES. 

During  the  year  action  has  been  necessaary  in  connection  with  two 
major  nuisances.  The  first  one  of  these  concerned  a  Maggot  breeding  plant 
which  had  been  established  in  a  rural  area  without  obtaining  any  consents 
either  under  Planning  or  under  Public  Health  Acts.  Disused  war-time 
airfield  buildings  were  being  used  in  conjunction  with  three  old  caravans 
and  due  to  the  nature  of  the  structures  and  the  method  of  operation  there 
was  considerable  fly  nuisance  to  surrounding  area.  The  site  was  some 
distance  from  the  nearest  Village  and  the  Planning  Authorities  have  been 
requested  to  take  enforcement  action,  as  it  is  thought  to  be  undesirable 
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to  have  the  premises  brought  up  to  a  reasonable  Public  Health  standard 
in  view  of  the  large  number  of  complaints  received  from  members  of  the 
public.  A  further  small  Maggot  breeding  business  was  established  without 
permission  at  a  Council  house  in  another  village  and  immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  stop  the  business  from  continuing.  The  second  Public  Health 
nuisance  concerns  intensive  pig  breeding  on  a  small  area  of  land  within 
the  confines  of  a  small  Village.  The  land  consists  of  clay  sub-soil  and 
the  Applicant  intended  to  contain  all  effluent  in  a  watertight  system  for 
carting  away  and  disposal  at  farms  etc.  Due  to  land  drainage  the  existing 
roadside  ditch  in  the  Village  became  polluted  with  effluent  and  steps  were 
being  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  try  and  abate  this  nuisance.  As  the 
law  exists  at  present  it  is  not  possible  to  prevent  such  a  business  being 
established  under  these  unsuitable  circumstances  and  action  can  only  be 
taken  when  the  Applicant  does  not  comply  with  the  details  given  at  the 
time  of  Application,  and  then  it  is  rather  late  in  the  day  for  remedying 
the  situation  as  by  that  time  much  money  has  been  spent  on  the  erection 
of  buildings.  It  seems  to  be  therefore  that  the  law  on  establishing  offen¬ 
sive  processes  in  rural  areas  needs  strengthening. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  new  refuse  vehicle  mentioned  in  the  1966  Report  was  delivered  in 
March.  1967  and  soon  afterwards  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  oper¬ 
ating  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  'District.  The  new  system  has 
worked  quite  well  and  all  refuse  is  collected  by  two  35  cubic  yard  Paka- 
matic  vehicles.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  1,700  tons  of  domestic 
refuse  is  collected  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  continued  to  decline  following  the  installation 
of  sewerage  schemes  in  various  Parishes. 

The  average  cost  of  dealing  with  each  dustbin  and/or  pail  is  approxi¬ 
mately  1  /3d. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collecting  is  still  proving  successful  and 
the  Council  are  now  receiving  requests  from  members  of  the  public  for 
the  purchase  of  paper  sack  holders  instead  of  new  dustbins  and  the  Council 
have  agreed  to  supply  these  at  cost.  The  Council  will  of  course  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  cost  of  paper  sacks  but  by  these  means  it  is  hoped  to 
extend  the  paper  sack  system  still  further  without  undue  expenditure  on 
the  rates. 

As  required  by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  the  Council  have  desig¬ 
nated  the  Buckden  Refuse  Tip  as  the  place  where  unwanted  bulky  house¬ 
hold  refuse  can  be  deposited  free  of  charge  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
District.  They  have  also  made  arrangements  for  the  hire  of  suitable 
vehicles  from  time  to  time  to  collect  these  unv/anted  articles  from  houses 
and  transport  them  to  the  refuse  tip  free  of  charge.  A  the  end  of  the 
year  negotiations  were  in  progress  between  all  District  Councils  and  the 
County  Council  regarding  joint  action  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  motor 
vehicles. 


LITTER. 

The  arrangements  made  with  Parish  Councils  and  the  highway  authority 
for  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and  the  clearing  of  same  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Council  also  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  for  the  regular  emptying  of 
the  litter  baskets  provided  by  the  Water  Authority  in  the  vicinity  of  Graf- 
ham  Water.  More  litter  baskets  have  been  provided  by  the  Council  at 
the  request  of  certain  Parish  Councils. 
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PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 


66  licences  were  issued  for  1967. 

At  the  end  of  1967  agreement  had  been  reached  with  one  Petroleum 
Company  and  the  Chief  Fire  Officer’s  Department  for  the  installation  of  a 
prepayment  self-service  petrol  pump  for  a  trial  period  of  one  year. 

Conditions  covering  this  installation  were  agreed  with  the  Fire 
Department. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

At  the  end  of  1967  there  were  17  individual  residential  caravan  site 
licences  in  force  plus  7  site  licences  for  3  or  more  residential  caravan  sites 
and  a  further  3  site  licences  for  3  or  more  holiday  caravan  sites.  The 
total  number  of  caravans  was  55  residential  and  19  holiday  caravans 
stationed  on  these  sites. 

Also  one  site  has  been  licensed  for  camping  for  the  maximum  of  six 
tents  and  a  further  un-licensed  camping  site  is  in  use  occasionally. 

46  visits  were  made  to  caravan  and  camping  sites  during  the  vear  and 
no  serious  conditions  were  found  requiring  action  by  the  Authority. 


COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 

1,748  inspections  were  carried  out  and  740  orders  were  issued  for  repairs. 
All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  private  builders  and  contractors. 
During  the  year  fourteen  Council  houses  in  Hail  Weston  were  provided 
with  bathrooms  and  w.c.’s  and  hot  water  by  means  of  Improvement  Schemes. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  plans  should  be  prepared  for 
the  modernisation  of  six  houses  in  Great  Paxton  and  sixteen  in  Yelling 
to  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  the  new  sewerage  scheme  was  in  operation. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  consider  replacing  a  defective  damp 
course  in  four  Council  houses  in  Toseland  and  the  work  will  be  done 
early  in  1968. 

Some  further  modernising  and  improving  electrical  wiring  insulation  in 
older  type  Council  houses  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  concrete 
paths  were  provided  to  the  Hail  Weston  houses  as  part  of  the  Bathroom 
Improvement  Scheme. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

427  plans  of  new  buildings  were  deposited  and  1,618  visits  were  made 
to  inspect  the  work  in  progress.  This  is  again  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  plans  deposited  and  the  number  of  inspections  made.  The  amount  of 
building  work  taking  place  in  the  area  is  still  about  four  times  the  level 
of  that  prevailing  three  years  ago  and  the  District  could  be  said  to  be  in 
a  phase  of  rapid  expansion.

FOOD  INSPECTIONS,  INCLUDING  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

117  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made.  132  tons  12  cwt.  60  lbs. 
of  foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The 
majority  of  this  foodstuff  consisted  of  vegetables  and  fruit  from  a  large 
distribution  depot  situated  in  the  area.  Two  samples  of  ice-cream  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  these  were  reported  as 
Grade  1  or  Grade  2.  166  visits  were  made  to  the  Slaughterhouse  for  the 

purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  licences  for  six  slaughtermen  were  renewed 
as  from  October  1st,  1967.  All  slaughtering  is  confined  to  the  Kimbolton 
Slaughterhouse.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  pig  slaughtering  has  con¬ 
siderably  increased  during  the  year  and  I  believe  it  is  likely  to  increase 
still  further  demanding  more  of  the  Inspector’s  time  upon  meat  inspection 
work. 

During  the  year  one  premises  was  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages,  cooked 
meat,  etc.  There  is  now  a  total  of  57  such  premises  on  the  Council’s  register.

The  majority  of  these  are  small  family  businesses  and  all  of  them  comply 
with  Regulation  16  and  Regulation  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  where  applicable. 
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During  the  year  a  list  of  mobile  traders  established  in  the  area  was 
being  compiled  for  the  purpose  of  making  inspections  under  the  1966 
Regulations.  Agreement  has  been  reached  with  neighbouring  Authorities 
that  the  authority  where  the  vehicle  is  based  will  deal  with  all  aspects  of 
the  Regulations,  irrespective  of  the  areas  in  which  the  mobile  vehicles 
operate. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  District,  although 
a  number  of  poultry  farmers  send  undressed  carcases  to  markets  outside 
this  area. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963. 

One  licence  was  renewed  during  the  year  covering  a  boarding  establish¬ 
ment  for  27  cats. 

NEW  HOUSING. 

During  1967  fourteen  new  Council  dwellings  were  completed,  four  flats 
and  four  bungalows  in  Buckden  and  six  bungalows  in  Offord  Darcv.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  therefore  owned  555  houses  plus  20  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalows. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  four  flats  were  under  erection  in  Buckden  Parish. 
Also  four  houses  in  Little  Paxton  on  the  Janes  Estate  were  nearing  com¬ 
pletion  at  the  end  of  1967  and  when  completed  they  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  Council  for  transferred  Paper  Mill  Workers. 

The  five  year  housing  programme  is  still  progressing  as  planned  and  the 
demand  for  smaller  type  houses,  particularly  bungalows,  is  still  evident. 

203  new  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s  area. 

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS. 

17  standard  or  discretionary  improvement  grant  schemes  were  completed 
during  1967,  making  a  total  of  342  private  houses  on  which  grants  have 
been  paid  since  the  dates  of  the  Acts.  Many  other  schemes  have  been 
approved  and  are  in  progress  and  a  large  number  were  nearing  completion 
stages  at  the  end  of  1967  and  this  probably  balances  the  smaller  number 
of  schemes  completed  during  this  year.  Of  course  all  Council  houses  are 
improved  by  means  of  similar  grants  as  soon  as  ever  the  Villages  in 
question  are  sewered  and  the  figures  quoted  above  do  not  include  Council 
houses. 

Although  only  one  Official  Demolition  Order  was  made  during  the  year 
22  houses  were  demolished  following  either  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts  in  earlier  years  or  by  informal  approach  to  the  owners  concerned. 

HOUSING  APPLICATION S. 

The  annual  revision  of  the  Housing  Waiting  List  shows  that  there  are  a 
total  of  74  applicants.  This  is  25  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
general  housing  need  still  remains  about  the  same  and  there  are  com¬ 
paratively  few  really  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing.  A  new  system  of 
dealing  with  Housing  Applications  has  been  devised  and  applicants  are 
now  put  into  one  of  three  categories  as  follows  —  Priority,  Reduced 
Priority  or  Non-Priority.  24  applicants  were  classified  as  Priority,  12  as 
Reduced  Priority  and  38  as  Non-Priority.  The  chief  reasons  for  placing 
people  in  the  Priority  Classes  are  condemned  houses,  overcrowding,  elderly 
people  living  in  houses  too  big  for  their  needs  or  on  medical  grounds, 
people  approaching  retirement  living  in  tied  houses,  etc.  Reduced  Priority 
is  given  to  people  living  in  caravans  and  people  transferring  to  work  in 
the  area  until  they  have  resided  in  the  area  for  a  reasonable  length  of 
time.  The  really  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing  still  onlv  amount  to 
about  twelve  or  so  cases,  and  the  building  programme  provides  for  their 
needs  generally.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Almost  all  the  premises  covered  by  this  Act  are  small  businesses  and 
steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  re-visit  all  premises  where  previous 
years  minor  defects  had  been  noted  and  in  most  cases  these  defects  have 
been  remedied.  Where  they  have  not  been  remedied  a  follow-up  procedure 
is  now  in  operation. 

One  difficulty  upon  keeping  a  check  on  these  premises  is  the  change 
over  in  staff  which  in  some  cases  puts  premises  outside  the  scope  of  the 
Act  because  as  an  example  —  the  one  and  only  employee  changes  from 
full-time  to  part-time  working.  However,  I  do  not  think  there  are  any 
serious  problems  in  this  area  with  regard  to  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.
